Craps 


Craps is considered by many players to be the most 
exciting game in any casino. In its many varieties of 
betting, Craps can be a complicated game. About the 
only way to learn all these intricacies is to play. But 
there are some simple bets that you can make to start 
with, and the odds on these are quite favorable. 

The most basic bet is placed on the pass line before 
the shooter rolls the dice. If the shooter rolls 7 or 11, 
you and he wins and keeps the dice to roll again. If he 
hits 2, 3, or 12, the bet is lost but he remains the shooter 
and continues to roll the dice until he either makes his 
point and you both win, or he shoots 7 and the bet 
is lost. 

In the above case, you have bet with the shooter. If 
you want to bet against him, you place your bet on the 
“Don’t Pass” line and the rules are entirely reversed ex- 
cept that if, on his first roll, the shooter rolls 12, itis a 
standoff (you neither win nor lose). 

After the roll has begun and shooter has a point, you 
can make a bet by placing it on the “Come” line. The 
same rules apply to you as if the shooter were making a 
first roll: If the next roll is seven, you win; if it is 2, 3, 
or 12, you lose; if it is any other number, that becomes 
your “come point” and, for you to win, it must be rolled 
again before a seven. If a seven comes first the bet 
is lost. 

A beginner might do well to start with a pass line bet 
and then perhaps try a come bet. And don’t worry about 
making an error. The-dealers will be happy to explain 
more about the game to you. 


EXPLANATION OF CRAPS BETS 


A. PASS LINE: An even money bet. If the first roll of 
the dice adds up to 7 or 11, you win. 2, 3, or 12 
loses the bet. Any other number is the “point” and 
if the point is rolled again, you win, but lose on 7. 

B. DON’TPASS LINE: Just the reverse of the PASS 
LINE, except that if 12 is the first roll, it’s a 


standoff, nobody wins.

C. COME BETS: Basically the same as PASS LINE 
bet except that you must bet after the point is 
established. 

D. DON’T COME: The reverse of the COME BET, 
except that a first roll of 2 or 3 wins, and 12 isa 
standoff. 

E. ODDS: Once you have a “point” or a “come point” 
you may take the ODDS and you win if the point 
or the come point is made before a 7. 

PAYOFF: Two to one for 10’s or 4’s, three to two 
for 5’s or 9’s, six to five for 8’s or 6’s. When 
betting DON’T PASS or DON’T COME, you lay 
the odds as outlined. 

F  PLACEBETS: Once a shooter makes a point, you 
may take a PLACE BET on numbers 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 
10. If your number comes up before 7, you win. 
PAYOFFS: Nine to five on 4’s or 10’s, seven to 
five on 5’s or 9’s, seven to six on 8’s or 6’s. 

G. FIELD: Here you’re betting that 2, 3,4, 9, 10, 11 
or 12 is rolled before 5, 6, 7, or 8. 2 and 12 pay 
double. 

H. BIG6OR 8: You may bet one or both and win even 
money on the number when thrown before a seven. 

I. HARD WAY BETS: You win if number comes up 
exactly as on the table; lose if the number comes 
up any other way, or if a 7 is thrown. 

J. PROPOSITION BETS: 2 and 12 pay thirty for 
one, 3 and 11 pay fifteen for one, all on the first 
roll. 

K. ANY CRAPS: 2, 3, or 12 on the first roll pay eight 
for one. 
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Roulette 


Roulette is a truly enticing game. It is colorful, excit- 
ing and extremely easy to play. The wheel constantly 
spins and a pearl-like ball drops down and settles into 
the winning slot. Roulette chips are different than other 
| casino chips — each player has a different color and the 
| 





player fixes the value of the chip from $1 to $100, by 
‘telling the dealer when they are purchased. Odds on 
roulette range from 35 to 1 to even money, and are deter- 
mined by the combinations of numbers selected by the 
player. The table is keyed to the diagram and indicates 
the various bets and their odds. 


A 35 to 1 STRAIGHT UP - Any number, 0, and 00 
B_  2to 1 COLUMN BET- Pays on any number in that 
horizontal column. 
C  2to 1 1st DOZEN - Pays on any number | through 12. 
Same for second or third dozen.

17 to 1 SPLIT—In this case 11 and 12 pay.

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Baccarat 


The time honored game of BACCARAT, (pronounced 
BA-CA-RAB) is similar to the game known as Chemin 
de Fer in some countries. It is played with eight com- 
plete decks of cards. The cards are shuffled by the 
croupier, and then reshuffled and placed in a special 
box referred to as the “shoe.” The game is played by set 
rules outlined below. There is no option in the game on 
drawing or standing. 

The object of the game is to come as close as possible 
to the number nine. Face cards and tens, or any combi- 
nation of cards totaling ten, count nothing. The ace is 
counted one, the deuce is two, etc. The player with the 
“shoe” is considered the banker. He may place his bet 
either with the bank or with the players. The words 
“bank” and “players” are used as terminology for the 
game. 

A person holds the “shoe” and continues to be the 
banker as long as the bank hand wins. When the 
player’s hand wins, the “shoe” is then passed to the next 
player. He or she then becomes the banker. A player 
may pass the “shoe” if he so desires. 

The cards are taken from the “shoe” by the person 
acting as the banker. Two cards referred to as the 
“player’s hand,” are extended to the player making the 
highest wager on the player’s side. This is done as a 
courtesy. The cards are turned over by the player and 
called by the croupier. The person acting as banker, 
turns the bank’s hand over; it is also called by the 
croupier.

Blackjack 








The Dealer gives each player two cards face up and 
himself one card up and one card down. Everybody 
plays against the Dealer. The object of the game is to 
draw cards that add up to 21, or as close to 21 as possi- 
ble without going over. Ten, Jack, Queen and King 
count 10; Aces count either 1 or 11 as you choose. 
Other cards play at their face value. You are given a 
chance to draw additional cards, one at a time, to get 
closer to 21. If you “bust,” go over 21, you lose, and 
the Dealer collects your bet. If your count is nearer 21 
than the Dealer’s you win. If it is under the Dealer’s 
you lose. A tie is a standoff and nobody wins. The 
Dealer has no choice on hitting or staying; he must hit 
16 or under and stay on 17 or over. After each player is 
satisfied with the cards he has asked for, the Dealer 
turns up his hidden card. If he has 16 or less, he must 
“hit,” that is draw additional cards, until he reaches 17 
or over. If he “busts” he must pay all the players still in 
the game.
